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Psyohologioal tgurfare Operations 

The ultimate objective of eaoh psychological warfare operation is i 

(a) To assist in ore rooming the enemy's will to resist, or 

(b) To assist in breaking the social and moral cohesion of 
v the eneav, or 

(o) To assist in confusing, or deoeiving, the enemy ooaaumd. 

The psychological warfare operation may be aimed primarily at elTil 
or at military targets, or at both, or at individuals in responsible posi- 
tions. 

Psychological warfare is a potent offensive weapon, especially when 
furthering successful military operations. 

It must be oarofully integrated with current intelligence and the 
military operations, for that reason oontrol of psychological warfare 
operations is a ooomand funotion of the highest command level actually in- 
volved. 

Psychological warfare operations of all kinds Including propaganda 
wist be prepared and carried out by specially trained personnel and the 
dissemination of psychological warfare materials may require special means 
of delivery when operations oonoeivsd for other reasons oannot serve that 
purpose also.
